The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a composition comprising SBS block copolymer and epoxy resin, but fails to 
disclose a composition useful for forming a reinforcing body comprising 20 - 30% by weight of 
an SBS block copolymer, 5 - 20% by weight polystyrene, 0.5 - 5% by weight of a rubber and 30 
- 45% by weight of an epoxy resin and having a percent expansion of from 80 - 220% and a 
compressive strength of at least 1400 psi upon heating to a temperature of at least 300 degrees 
Fahrenheit.
